culated by Veterinary Ask­ 


ing Health Control 


The Board of Supervisors is to be 
petition to establish 
a 
department 
of public health, inspection. 
As pro­ 
posed, this 
inspection 
will 
be 
of 
dairies, bakeries, 
slaughter 
houses, 
sewer farms and meat and vegetable 
markets. If the department is estab­ 
lished, an inspector will be put in 
charge, presumably a veterinary sur­ 
geon. At least, a veterinary surgeon 
lias circulated tlitr-pctition among the j 
physicians, and has secured tile sig-j 
natures of thirty-eight physicians of' 
Orange county to it. 
The petition reads as follows: 
“ We, tile 
undersigned, 
physicians I 
and members of the Orange County j 
Medical Society, are of the unquali- j 
fied opinion that there is urgent ne- j 
cessity for some systematic inspec- j 
tion and supervision of dairies, abat-! 
toirs, sewerage forms, bakeries, meat i 
and vegetable markets, and all other j 
places where foodstuff is prepared, j 
stored or offered for sale, and in the 
interest of the public health we re­ 
spectfully 
petition 
your 
honorable 
body to pass such ordinances as may 
be necessary, and to appoint a county 
official whose duty it shall be to en­ 
force the same.” 
Argument in Favor 
An argument in favor of the peti-. 
tion has been sent to 
the 
Register. 
The statement follows: 
‘•The adoption of such 
ordinances 
is rendered necessary by the fact that, 
contrary to the popular opinion, there 
is at present no supervision over Or-) 
ange county’s supply of milk, locally I 
slaughtered meat, vegetables or other j 
food products. The U. S. Government | 
Meat Inspection Act provides for the 
inspection of meats and meat food ! 
products designed for interstate or 
foreign shipment but goes not concern 
itself wit,ii abattoirs which slaughter 
for local consumption only. 
Conse­ 
quently, if we wish to insure ourselves 
against eating the meat of tubercu­ 
lous animals 
or 
animals 
suffering 
from abscess, lump-jaw or other dis­ 
eased conditions, Orange county must 
provide its own inspector. Likewise, 
meat producted from healthy animals 
may speedily become unfit for food 
from having been handled with dirty 
hands, handled in open wagons or 
exposed to dirt or flies while being 
dressed or exposed for sale. 
“Milk and dairy inspection is one 
of the most needed reforms of the 
present day. Milk is a most excellent 
medium for the growth of bacteria 
and under ordinary care 
has 
many 
chances of 
becoming 
contaminated. 
By inaugurating a system of milk in­ 
spection the city or Washington, D. C., 
in the years between 1905 and 1906, 
reduced its infant mort ality from in­ 
testinal diseases from 168 to 97 per 
100,000 population.

Bulletin on Petroleum 
State M ineralogist F. McN, H am ilton will issue 
from the S tate Mining Bureau, of which lie is the 
head, a m onthly bulletin giving facts and figures re­ 
garding the Petroleum industry in California, lie has 
just issued tho following: 
“Conditions of the oil industry should improve, and 
it is the aim of the California S tate Mining Bureau 
to aid in bringing about such improvement. 
The 
past year has been one of depression, and has seen 
some valuable oil holdings alm ost slip from the grasp 
of Am erican investors. 
“The public m ust be made to realize the im portant 
factors—supply and demand— which underlie the oil 
business. 
W e have immense deposits of oil and a 
large dem and, also money or credit to bring the two 
together. 
T he remaining necessity is the use of 
brains, and co-operation of all interests. 
“For several years 
ill-informed 
operators 
have 
caused over-production and thereby rushed towards 
financial suicide, as well as m aim ing their more con­ 
servative neighbors. It lias become a habit to blame 
the large concerns for ail m isfortunes and to clamor 
for more laws or regulations. 
“The prosperity of California rests to no small de­ 
gree upon the oil industry, which furnishes our only 
cheap fuel. 
There are 300 producing oil companies 
half a dozen m arketers and innum erable consumers. 
“N otw ithstanding tile im portance of oil, there is no 
adequate m eans of closely estim ating probable fluc­ 
tuations in supply and price. 
It Is true that there 
are several monthly sum maries voluntarily published 
by m arketers, and if it were not for these, the public 
would have practically no data. However, a business 
annually involving 
some 
$.">0,000,000 and a great 
many people, deserves more consideration than can 
be given by a mere summary of conditions. 
“The S tate Mining Bureau has inaugurated a sys­ 
tem of m onthly statistics which will be published by 
the middle of each month. 
Briefly, it will show the 
amount of oil purchased, produced and stored by each 
of the large companies. 
The success of this system, 
of course, depends upon the co-operation of the largo 
m arketing companies. Most of them have agreed to 
participate and it is, of course, inconceivable that 
any will refuse, because such figures, from an un­ 
biased and official source, will quickly show the ad­ 
vantage and necessity of strong m arketing concerns. 
The fact th a t they concur iii such work will sweep 
aside accusations that they selfishly manipulate the 
market. The publication of these figures by the Cali­ 
fornia State Mining Bureau will lie the most effectual 
barrier to experim ental legislation which aims at 
the big business merely because it is big, and thereby 
injures every one, 
“A ssessm ent work on mining claim s m ust be done 
before tile end of the year in the sam e manner as 
usual. The secretary of interior, in a telegram to the 
state m ineralogist, states th at no 
legislation 
was 
enacted which exempts hokle’rs of unpatented min­ 
ing locations from the statutory annual labor. 
“The state mineralogist is anxious that wide pub­ 
licity be given Hie matter, as only a month remains 
iii which to begin work. Many inquiries on this sub­ 
ject have been addressed to the S tate Mining Bureau, 
probably because legislation was expected.” 


General Conditions Grow Better 
Financial conditions are getting b etter and are 
growing stronger every day. This optim istic view is 
general all over the country. 
Everything tends to 
show that the coming year will see b etter business. 
Bankers in their monthly letters to th eir patrons 
are all optimists. 
In a letter to the patrons of his 
institution David R. Forgan, P resident of the Na­ 
tional City Bank of Chicago, expresses his views as 
follows: 
“Slowly but surely the financial interests of this 
country are extricating them selves from the compli­ 
cations which developed soon after the European 
war began. 
The banks are fast retiring their clear­ 
ing house loan certificates and the em ergency cur­ 
rency issued under the Aldrich-Vreeland act. Both 
these processes will be expedited by the new facili­ 
ties afforded through the operation of the Federal 
Reserve banks. 
“Resumption of security trading in a restricted 
way at Chicago, New’ York and other cities shows 
th at a good deal of headway lias been made toward 
bringing about conditions which will m ake possible 
the reopening of the stock exchange for regular deal­ 
ings. This progress lias been achieved only through 
co-operatiou between bankers, governm ent 
officials 
and business men generally who have worked to­ 
gether for the good of the general situation. 
“The year is ending witli the financial situation 
much stronger than appeared possible four months 
ago. 
Security trading has been resum ed to a con­ 
siderable extent. 
Money rates are becoming easier. 
“The starting of the Federal R eserve banks has 
provided the first discount m arket of th e kind that 
this country has ever had. 
Foreign exchange rates 
are fast reaching a normal level again. 
These de­ 
velopments of the last month account in part for the 
increased optimism which is being voiced in various 
quarters, including the W hite House. 
“A feature of the last few weeks has been the 
immense buying of mercantile paper by banks and 
financial Institutions in the centers. 
This inquiry 
has reached sufficient proportions to enable the great 
m ercantile interests to market their paper at slightly 
better term s than prevailed a mouth ago. 
"‘American industries have been greatly helped 
through the release of orders given out by the great 
European nations. 
This buying will continue for 
several months. 
The aggregate purchases will foot 
up several hundred million dollars. 
In this way a 
large indebtedness will be created in our favor to 
offset w hatever amount we owe Europe. 
“At no time in their history have A m erican bank­ 
ing institutions held the enormous deposits belong­ 
ing to foreign clients that they hold today. 
“There is much in the situation to encourage the 
belief th at this c o u n t r y will see much better business 
next year. Although the recovery may not be rapid 
the situation points to im provem ents in many lines 
with much easier financial conditions than have pre­ 
vailed during the last six months.”

David Lubin, delegate of the U nited States to Hie 
International Institute of A griculture in Rome, who 
has been a visitor in Los Angeles the past week, is 
a believer in the L audw lrtschaftsrat and declares 
that "we have got to have it in the United States 
to keep the country alive.” 
The Landw irtschaftsrat 
means a N ational Marketing Commission for coloniza­ 
tion. 
He comes to California to advocate this move­ 
ment. In an interview he said: 
"This plan of scientific m arketing is being followed 
by all the European countries. 
It made Germany 
the strongest nation in the world. 
A resolution, to 
this effect, is now before Congress and will be taken 
up at the December session. 
“And California should take the lead in this move­ 
ment. 
T here is room in C alifornia for 80,000,000 
farm ers. 
California is twice as large as Italy, and 
Italy has 40,000,000 inhabitants. 
You have room 
for 10,000,000 more olive trees—even more than that. 
You have not begun to plant olive trees yet. 
You 
have not begun to plant olive trees yet. 
Y’ou can 
have millions of tons of French prunes, apricots, 
peaches. 
You should have them , because they won’t 
grow any place else. You should feed entire Europe, 
because you have tile land to do it with. 
“The last report of the Uuited States agricultural 
census showed th at 37 per cent of all tile agricultural 
lauds in tile United States were rented. It increased 
lo per cent in the last ten years; in another ten 
years it will increase to fit) per cent and so on until 
the whole country will be rented, and all the efforts 
of the whole world cannot restore tile republic. 
It 
will be like ancient Rome. 
Rome was all beautiful 
places; now it is ruins. 
“The rem edy is Landw irtschaftsrat. 
Before the 
L andw irtschajtsrat was established iii the European 
countries they had food 
product 
trusts, 
chicken 
trusts, ]*otuto trusts, egg trusts, m eat trusts and but­ 
ter trusts, as we have them here, not as systemized 
here, but then that was years ago when they were 
not even systemized here. 
And it can be safely as­ 
serted that if there were no L andw irtschaftsrat insti­ 
tutions in the European countries a t the present 
there would have been as many systemized trusts 
there as here. But under the Landw irtschaftsrat sys­ 
tem in tho European countries such a thing as a 
trust in food products is substantially and practically 
an impossibility. 
“It m eans that every European town lias its street 
m arkets, has its co-operative associations for distri­ 
bution, has its standardized packages, its standard­ 
ized packing, the regulated synchronization of its 
products, so that it may be carried and delivered 
economically; the scientific use of tile parcel post 
and the employment of the local pits and exchanges. 
W here can there he any room for the trust when 
such things are done by the people themselves under 
the direction of the Landw irtschaftsrat? 
This may 
he made possible in the United States by the adop­ 
tion of the resolution now before Congress. 
If the 
people of Los Angeles are in dead earnest about tile 
L andw irtschaftsrat they can have it.”

Wage Problems Debated 
W hat is perhaps tile most im portant labor arbitra­ 
tion proceedings the United S tates has ever known 
was opened in Chicago this week, 
it is to adjust 
differences about wages between W estern railroads 
and their engineers and firemen, numbering 55,000 
men. 
Ninety-eight railroads are involved. The arbi­ 
tration hearing, which was brought about by Presi­ 
dent W iisou, will continue tor perhaps two months 
and the findings of the commission will he binding 
on both sides for at least one year. Of the six arbi­ 
trators, two were appointed by the roads, two by the 
men, and two—Judge Peter C. Pritchard and d ia rie s 
Nagel—by tile government. 
Judge Pritchard is the 
chairm an.

FACTS ABOUT CALIFORNIA 


(From Los Angeles Financial News.) 


State Statistician Robertson in his annual report 
shows that Fresno County ranks second in the 
State in the num ber of farms, Los Angeles ranking 
first, but in its irrigation system Fresno leads the 
State. Fresno County has alm ost double the num ber 
of farm s between 20 and 50 acres, of any county 
in the State and is first in the num ber of farm s 
ranging from 50 Ut IOO acres and from IOO to 175 
acres. 
The total num ber of farms in the county 
is 6,245. 
It is the third county in the State in point 
of value of farm crops. 
This does not include wine 
or other products. 
Los Angeles leads with a valua­ 
tion of $ 14.720.SS4; San Joaquin is second with $9,- 
082,000, and the valuation of Fresno County crops 
is $7,991,187. 
The value of the fruit and nut crops 
is $5,279,794. 
Fresno County has 5,310 irrigated 
farms with a total acreage of 402,318. 
The cost of 
its irrigation enterprises to date has been $1,898,460, 
Los Angeles County, with only about one-half the 
area under irrigation, has spent nearly six tim es as 
much money on its irrigating systems. 
There are 
831 miles of irrigating mains and 1,354 miles of lat­ 
erals, making a total ditch mileage of 2,185. 
Fresno County has the largest number of Japanese 
farm ers of any county in the State, 31; Los Angeles 
is second with 27; Placer, third, with 26. Sacra­ 
mento County has 17 Japanese farm owners, with a 
total of 444 acres, valued at $23,290. 
Japanese own 
city property valued at $44,200 there. 
They have 
87 farm s under lease in Sacram ento County, with 
an acreage of 4.682. 
The Japanese of the State 
have 2,548 places of business. 
The capital invested 
is $4,075,226. 
Sixty-eight per cent of them have an 
investm ent of less than $1,000 each. 
The total an­ 
nual business transacted is $16,114,407, of which 37 
per cent was carried on with white people. 
The 
total annual rent paid by Japanese houses in Cali­ 
fornia is $900,000. 
There are seven associations in the Orange County 
Fruit Exchange which received in the last year for 
oranges and lemons shipped $1,411,848.85. 
These 
associations are all E ast of the Santa Ana river. Dur­ 
ing the season 231 more cars of fruit were shipped 
than in any previous season. 
The total expense in 
selling cost was slightly in excess of 6 cents per 
box which included .015 cents per box for advertising. 
ii. W. Hoagland, a prom inent real estate dealer 
of Los Angeles, has made the prelim inary arrange­ 
ments for putting out a half section of rice in the 
Cottonwood district, ju st south of the Kern County 
line, in Tulare County. 
It is declared th at soil and 
w ater conditions in this district have been shown 
beyond doubt to be ideal for the new culture. 
Thomas A. Murray, 
straw berry 
wizard 
of El 
Dorado C ounty, has he believes, found the perfect 
straw berry and has named it “The Twenty-one.” He 
has nineteen plants which he values a t $5,000. 
The 
new berry is sw eet and lucious will w ithstand long 
trips and is exceptionally prolific* in bearing. 
Huge deposits of potash and other salts at Searles 
Lake, near Death Valley, are being developed by the 
American Trona Company which is working on a 
plan whereby it is hoped to achieve the title for the 
United States of being the leading producer of 
nitrates :mcl potash in the world. 
Ten thousand acres of land lying east of Tulare 
Lake are being developed by the Kings County 
Development Company in Kings County. 
A canal 
twenty-five miles long and 125 feet wide will supply 
water to the project. 
W ater will be taken from the 
Kings and Tule rivers by two feeder canals. 
In the region about Garden Grove more chili pep­ 
pers are produced than in any other section in Amer­ 
ica. 
The acreage to peppers is 1600, the yield 9 
tons of green or a little more than one ton of dried 
product, green bringing $18 per ton. dried IO cents 
per pound, value of crop $250,000. 
l ite total paid out by Tulare and associated cream ­ 
eries for cream delivered during the month of Octo­ 
ber was $81,422.51, an Increase of nearly $3,000 over 
the payments for the month previous. Of this am ount 
$72,568.74 was paid out a t Tulare, $4,240.21 at Visalia 
and $4,613.56 at Tipton. 
Shipments of cattle from Modoc County this year 
exceed 15.000 head for which the stock growers re­ 
ceived a little more than $59 per head or a total 
for (lie year of $885,000.

Sutter County farm ers are to grow St. John’s bread 
the pod of the carob or true locust tree. 
The tree 
has been found adapted to soil and climatic condi­ 
tions in Sutter. As a forage crop it will reclaim tne 
waste places, growing w ithout cultivation on the hilly 
lands where irrigation is impossible and where sage­ 
brush is the present crop. The carob is a t once food 
for man and beast. 
Owners of large tracts of land 
of a rocky nature, or which does not appear to have 
fertile soil, are planning to set out carob orchards, 
It requires about the sam e length of time as the 
average tree to bear. 
lf the plan suggested by Chief F orester Graves of 
the United S tates F orest Service is put into effect 
T rinity County will have one of the finest hard sur­ 
faced road system s in N orthern California. The base 
will be crushed rock and cement rolled smooth and 
surfaced with a heavy asphaltum mixture.
